Holy Day Turns Deadly 

Iraq blasts kill at least 143; seen as bid to spark eivil war 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Suicide bombers carried 
out simultaneous attacks on Shiite Muslim 
shrines in Iraq on Tuesday, detonating mul- 
tiple explosions that ripped through crowds 
of pilgrims. At least 143 people were killed 
and 430 wounded — the bloodiest day since 
the fall of Saddam Hussein. 

The devastating explosions came on the 
climactic day of the 10 - day Shiite festival of 
Ashoura, commemorating the 7th- century 
martyrdom of the prophet Muhammad’s 
grandson Hussein. 

Tens of thousands of pilgrims from Iraq, 
Iran and other countries were massed around 
the golden- domed Imam Hussein mosque in 


Karbala and the Kazimiya shrine in Baghdad 
when the explosions went off. 

U.S. officials and Iraqi leaders named an 
al Qaeda-linked militant, Abu Musab al- 
Zarqawi, as a “prime suspect” for the attacks, 
saying he seeks to spark a Sunni- Shiite civil 
war to wreck U.S. plans to hand over power 
to the Iraqis on June 30. 

A fourth bomber was captured at Kazimiya 
after his explosives failed to detonate. And 
police in the southern Shiite city of Basra dis- 
covered two women strapped with explosives 
marching in an Ashoura procession, sources

NASA rover finds evidence 
of ‘habitable environment’ 

WASHINGTON I Mars was once soaked with 
enough water to support life, NASA scientists 
said Tuesday after reviewing data from the 
Mars rover Opportunity, although they said 
the finding doesn’t prove that life existed. 

“Opportunity has landed in an area of 
Mars where liquid water once drenched 
the surface,” said Edward Weiler, associ- 
ate NASA administrator for space science. 
“This area would have been a good, habit- 
able environment.” 

A study of a fine, layered rock by the rover 
detected evidence of sulfates and other miner- 
als that form in the presence of water. The find- 
ing suggests that if there had been life present 
when the rocks were formed, then the living 
conditions could have permitted an organism 
to flourish. The study, however, has found no 
direct evidence of living organisms. 

Chief among the findings was “an 
astounding amount of salt,” said Benton C. 
Clark III, a member of the rover team. “The 
only way you can form such large concentra- 
tions of salt is dissolve it in water and allow 
the water to evaporate,” he said. 

NASA launched the Mars mission to see 
whether “at least one part of Mars had a per- 
sistently wet environment that could possibly 
have been hospitable to life,” James Garvin, 
a lead NASA scientist, said in a statement. 
“Today we have strong evidence for an excit- 
ing answer: yes.” paul recer (ap)

With N.C. senators 
departure, front-runner 
a lock for nomination 

WASHINGTON I Massachusetts Sen. 
John F. Kerry took early leads in 
six of the 10 states holding Super 
Tuesday Democratic nominating 
contests Tuesday, according to 
television exit polls, prompting Sen. 
John Edwards (N.C.) to schedule an 
announcement Wednesday that he 
is pulling out of the race. 

Among the states in which 
Kerry led, Ohio had been target- 
ed by Edwards in hopes of keeping 
his candidacy alive. 

Kerry also was strongly 
ahead in Maryland, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, New York and 
Rhode Island, according to exit 
polls available at press time. 

Edwards planned to return to 
his home in Raleigh, N.C., to for- 
mally announce his withdrawal, a 
senior campaign aide said. The aide 
said Edwards would throw his sup- 
port to Kerry. 


In a speech to supporters at his 
campaign headquarters in Atlanta 
on Tuesday, Edwards did not men- 
tion ending his candidacy, but 
he hinted that it was nearing 
an end. 


“We have been the little engine 
that could,” he said, “and I am proud 
of what we’ve done together.” He 
offered congratulations to “my 
friend Senator John Kerry,” who 
Edwards said “has been an extraor- 


dinary advocate for the causes that 
all of us believe in.” 

Kerry fell short of a 10 -state 
sweep as former governor Howard 
Dean wonhis home state ofVermont.

For Dean, A Bittersweet Victory in Vt. 


MONTPELIER, VT. | Howard Dean’s 
home -state voters handed him his 
only victory of the Democratic presi- 
dential season Tuesday, two weeks 
after he withdrew from a race he 
once appeared destined to dominate. 

Vermont Democrats showed little 
concern that Dean withdrew from 
the race Feb. 18 after going winless 


in the first 17 contests, favoring their 
former governor by a 2-to-l margin 
over front-runner John Kerry, exit 
polls showed. 

“I think it makes a statement 
across the nation that he has sup- 
porters still out there for him,” said 
Kim Paradee, 34, after voting for 
Dean in Bristol. 


Dean himself was low key about 
the victory. Aides said he planned 
only to release a statement. 

Although Dean left the race, 
he did ask supporters around the 
country to continue sending del- 
egates committed to him to the 
Democratic National Convention 
in Boston in July, where the party’s 
presidential candidate will be cho- 
sen.

Senate Republicans Scuttle Gun Bill 


WASHINGTON | Senate Republicans 
scuttled an election-year bill to 
immunize the gun industry from 
lawsuits Tuesday after Democrats 
amended it to extend an assault 
weapons ban and require back- 
ground checks on all buyers at 
private gun shows. 

The National Rifle Association 
began pressuring senators to vote 
against the bill after Democrats won 
votes on the two key gun control 
measures. The 90-8 vote against 
the bill virtually ends any chance 
for gun legislation to make through 
Congress this year. 


“I now believe it is so dramati- 
cally wounded that I would urge 
my colleagues to vote against it,” 
said Sen. Larry Craig, R-Idaho, the 
sponsor of the gunmaker immuni- 
ty bill. 

Democrats won close votes on 
their amendments to change the 
Republican legislation, a strategy 
aimed at pressuring the GOP- dom- 
inated House to accept the restric- 
tions to gain passage of the gun- 
maker-immunity bill. 

While Democrats won’t get the 
gun ban extension and the gun 
show legislation, they called the 


vote a success. 

Underlining the importance 
of the day to Democrats, presi- 
dential contenders John Kerry of 
Massachusetts and John Edwards 
of North Carolina broke away from 
the campaign trail to cast their first 
Senate votes of the year, joining the 
52-47 majority on the assault weap- 
ons ban and the 53-46 majority on 
the gun show bill. 

The House last year passed a bill 
to shield gunmakers and dealers 
from liability suits by crime victims. 
But Republican leaders in the House

Kids need proteetion 
from pervasive online 
smut, government says 

WASHINGTON I The Bush adminis- 
tration’s top Supreme Court lawyer 
says he typed the words “free porn” 
into an Internet search engine on 
his home computer and got a list of 
more than 6 million Web sites. 

That’s proof, Solicitor General 
Theodore Olson told the Supreme 
Court on Tuesday, of the need for a 
law protecting children from a tide 
of online smut. 


The problem, as the Supreme 
Court has observed before, is that 
a lot of dirty pictures are constitu- 
tionally protected free speech that 
adults have the right to see and buy. 
Children don’t have the same rights, 
but kids and adults alike can surf 
the Web. 

Pom is “as easily available to chil- 
dren as a television remote,” Olson 
told the justices as he defended a 
1998 law that Congress meant as 
a firewall to shield children. 

The Child Online Protection 
Act has never taken effect. A fed- 
eral appeals court struck down the 


law twice, on separate constitution- 
al grounds, and it is now before the 
Supreme Court for a second time. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union challenged the law on 
behalf of online bookstores, art- 
ists and others, including opera- 
tors of Web sites that offer explicit 
how-to sex advice or health infor- 
mation. 

ACLU lawyer Ann Beeson said 
the law “criminalizes a depiction 
or description of nudity, or even a 
description of the female breast.”

PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI I Rebel lead- 
er Guy Philippe on Tuesday declared 
himself the new chief of Haiti’s mili- 
tary which was disbanded by ousted 
President Jean-Bertrand Aristide, 
and said he would arrest Prime 
Minister Yvon Neptune. 

“The country is in my hands!” 
Philippe announced on local radio. 

U.S. Marines guarded Neptune’s 
office in Petionville suburb, where 
Philippe was headed with hundreds 
of supporters. When radio reports 
indicated Neptune was evacuated 
by helicopter, the convoy went to 
another part of the city. 

Neptune’s whereabouts were not 
immediately known.

Roger Noriega dismissed Philippe’s 
comments. “He is not in control of 
anything but a ragtag band of peo- 
ple,” Noriega told the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 


Nonetheless, U.S. Marine Col. 
Dave Berger told a press confer- 
ence that the Marines, who began 
arriving Sunday night as the van- 
guard of an international peace- 
keeping force, will increase their 
presence throughout Haiti follow- 
ing Philippe’s comments. He said 
U.S. forces will take “appropriate 
action” if Philippe’s men interfere, 
including using deadly force if they 
come under attack. 

Meanwhile, the White House 
showed little patience for Aristide’s 
claims that he was forced into exile 
by the American military. 

“The decision to leave was Mr. 
Aristide’s to make,” White House 
press secretary Scott McClellan 
said. Aristide is now in exile in 
the Central African Republic.

PRO FOOTBALL | Peyton Manning 
and the Indianapolis Colts signed 
a $98 million, seven-year con- 
tract Tuesday that includes an 
NFL-record $34.5 million sign- 
ing bonus. 

The deal will drop the NFL co- 
MVP’s salary cap number to $8.3 
million, saving the team more 
than $10 million and giving the 
Colts more flexibility to sign play- 
ers when the free -agency period 
opens Wednesday. 

Manning’s entire bonus is guar- 


anteed, and he can earn another $19 
million in roster bonuses. 

By agreeing to a deal before 
March 17, the Colts can remove the 
exclusive franchise tag they put on 
Manning last week. If they had to 
keep the tag on Manning, it would 
have cost the Colts a league -record 
$18.4 million against next year’s sal- 
ary cap of $80.6 million. 

Since the Colts made him the 
No. 1 overall pick in the 1998 draft. 
Manning has become the only quar- 
terback in league history with five 
straight 4,000 -yard seasons. 

He also has had four games 
with perfect passer ratings; 
nobody else has more than two.

Media chiefs are still 
reeling a month after 
Janet’s act went bust 

MEDIA I The game maybe history, 
but a month after Janet Jackson’s 
Super Bowl peep show there’s still 
no final score for what happened 
at halftime. 

Sure, shock jock Howard Stern 
has been banished from a half- 
dozen radio stations. V- chips, the 
“viewer discretion technology” that 
flopped big in the 1990s, are get- 
ting a new push. And bona fide 
“live” television may be living on 
borrowed time, a casualty of taped 
delays imposed by newly cautious 
broadcasters. 

What’s next, if anything, for 
Nipplegate? 

For many viewers, the half- 
time show on CBS was, at best, an 
instance of colossal carelessness 
that reflected years of media mal- 
practice: TV programmers routine- 
ly misjudging and ill serving their 
audience. 

Would this flash point spark the 
network bosses to mend their ways, 
and maybe even earn a bit of audi- 
ence goodwill? 

They’re certainly getting strong 
encouragement. Lawmakers are 
breathing down the broadcasters’ 
necks, threatening fines and even 


slapping them around during hear- 
ings on Capitol Hill. 

For example, Mel Karmazin, 
president of CBS owner Viacom 
Inc., got an earful from Rep. 
Heather Wilson, R-N.M., who, her 
voice shaking, seethed, “You knew 
what you were doing: You knew that 
shock and indecency creates a buzz 
that moves market share and lines 
your pockets.” 

But David Milch (who in the 


past has taken heat for charges 
of raciness on “NYPD Blue,” the 
police drama he created and for 
many years wrote) dismisses any 
Washington backlash as “a game, 
a Punch and Judy Show.” 

“A politician doesn’t want to 
[mess] too much with the media 
beast,” Milch said, “because his suc- 
cess or failure depends on how the 
beast treats him. 

Elsewhere in Washington, pros- 


pects for meaningful change seem 
even more dubious. 

Though FCC chairman Michael 
Powell has vowed to crack down on 
obscenity on the airwaves, such a 
mission would seem at cross purpos- 
es with his demonstrated passion: 
letting media conglomerates grow 
bigger and more powerful. 

In this climate of FCC dereg- 
ulation, “public interest” on the 
public airwaves is dismissed as 


an antique notion from a bygone 
day. Meanwhile, media owners 
richly profit from the FCC’s per- 
missiveness. 

Indeed, the current reign of 
media giants affords the cross-mer- 
chandising opportunities typified by 
the Super Bowl halftime show, which 
was aired on CBS but produced by 
MTV, also owned by Viacom — 
which is one of just a half-dozen 
ruling media conglomerates. 

What a great strategy, at least 
in theory: The halftime show pro- 
vides a huge promotional platform 
for MTV on the year’s biggest TV 
event. As for any viewers offend- 
ed by the bumping, grinding and 
crotch-grabbing — well, they’ll just 
have to take it. They always take it. 

The only certainty is that, for the 
moment, Washington is sweating 
the media, and media outlets are 
acting contrite. 

Example: The tougher program- 
ming standards unveiled last week 
by Clear Channel Communications, 
with which this radio leviathan 
probably scored points among 
lawmakers as well as the public, 
especially after banning Stern. 

On the other hand, just how big a 
loss for Clear Channel was expung- 
ing a radio host aired on only six of 
its 1,200 stations, as it scrambles to 
reinsure favor from its regulators? 
A cost-benefit ratio might well find 
Stern to be less valuable as a ratings 
draw than as a sacrificial lamb. 

Hollow gestures and diversion- 
ary tactics — look for these as part 
of the game that Milch is talking 
about. If history serves, it’s not a 
game the public is favored to win.

A chance encounter 
reconnects mother 
and ‘dead’ daughter 

CRIME I An infant believed to have 
died in a 1997 fire actually was 
kidnapped and raised by a woman 
who set the blaze to cover her path, 
authorities say. Now, the child’s 
mother — who recognized the girl 
at a party by a dimple — is eagerly 
awaiting a reunion. 

Police issued an arrest warrant for 
Carolyn Correa, 42, of Willingboro, 


N.J., on charges of arson, kidnap- 
ping and conspiracy. She remained at 
large Tuesday, authorities said. 

“This child, now 6 years old, who 
has been raised by Carolyn Correa 
as her own, is not her own,” police 
Capt. John Darby said. 

Thebiological mother, Luz Cuevas 
of Philadelphia, saw the girl at a 
birthday party in January and rec- 
ognized her by a dimple on her face. 

“When I see her, I saw that she 
was my daughter,” said Cuevas, 31. 
“I want to hug her.” 

At the party, she told the girl 


she had gum in her hair and pulled 
out five strands for DNA testing, 
Cuevas said Tuesday. She said she 
folded them in a napkin and placed 
them in a plastic bag and contacted 
authorities. 

“Because of TV, I knew they 
needed hair for the DNA [tests],” 
Cuevas said. 

The girl, Delimar Vera, was 
placed in state custody in New Jersey. 
It was not clear when she would be 
reunited with her mother. 

Delimar was thought to have 
died in the Dec. 15, 1997, blaze 
in her family’s home. A body was 
never found; authorities believed 
the infant had been consumed by 
the fast-moving fire. 

Ever since the blaze, Cuevas held 


on to the belief that her child was 
somehow alive — partly because it 
didn’t make sense that a window of 
the infant’s second-floor room was 
found to have been open after the 
blaze, even though it was the middle 
of December, Cruz said. 

It was unclear what brought the 
child and her mother to the same 
party, but Correa apparently knew 
the family through the infant’s father, 
Pedro Vera. 

Cruz said the girl would be reunit- 
ed with her mother after authorities 
in New Jersey break the news to her 
about what happened. 

“I mean, she’s 6 years old,” he 
told “Good Morning America.” “It 
will be devastating to this child.”

Buddies Ride Again 



As Starsky & Hutch, 
Stiller and Wilson 
send up ’70s cop TV 

FILM I On the heels of his pairing 
with Jennifer Aniston in “Along 
Came Polly,” Ben Stiller partners 
with another funny blond — Owen 
Wilson. Together they star in a send- 
up of the ’70s TV cop show “Starsky 
& Hutch.” 

Playing the ultra- cool disco - 
era buddy cops was a fun reunion 
for Stiller and Wilson, who have 
worked together in a half dozen 
films including “The Royal 
Tenenbaums,” “Zoolander” and 
“Meet the Parents.” 

Dark-haired Stiller and blond, 
blue -eyed Wilson bear enough of a 
resemblance to their 1970s coun- 
terparts Paul Michael Glaser and 
David Soul that they seem natural 
for the roles of California under- 
cover detectives David Starsky 
and Ken “Hutch” Hutchinson in 
this remake from director Todd 
Phillips (“Old School”). 

Phillips also tapped Vince 
Vaughn and Will Ferrell for sup- 
porting roles in the film. 

While the TV series was posi- 
tioned as a serious crime drama 
with a hip edge, the film spoofs 
not only the show but also the time 
period with its tacky clothes, macho 
heroes and disco music. 

Set in the mid-1970s, “Starsky & 
Hutch” chronicles the beginnings 
of the crime-fighting duo’s partner- 


ship. Starsky is a maniacally dedi- 
cated undercover cop; Hutch a laid- 
back guy who always lunges for the 
quick buck. Once paired, they find 
themselves investigating a murder 
with the help of street- savvy infor- 
mant Huggy Bear (Snoop Dogg). 

The movie isn’t so much a spoof 
as a homage. “The characters pret- 
ty much take themselves very seri- 
ously,” said Stiller. “But sometimes 
it’s funnier when people take them- 
selves seriously than when they’re 
purposely acting goofy.” 


Rapper Snoop Dogg, for one, was 
pleased that Phillips updated Huggy 
Bear into more of an in-the-know 
player than a jive-talking street hus- 
tler. “I always thought Huggy was 
cool,” he said. “He was fly.” 

One element of the show Phillips 
didn’t update was the team’s red 
and white Gran Torino, the ultimate 
muscle car. “I got to do some peel- 


outs,” said Stiller. 

Wilson snorted. “I didn’t totally 
enjoy driving with Ben. He was a 
little out of control, I felt. He didn’t 
grow up driving a car.” 

Retorted the New York-born 
Stiller, “Just because I didn’t grow 
up in the corn belt doesn’t mean 
I wasn’t allowed to drive.” angela

Superpower Yoga 


A young heroine 
piumbs the nature 
of truth, siays beasts 

ViDEO GAME | One suspects this 
video game is seeking a different 
audience when it begins with the 
heroine Jade — clad in green pants, 
matching green lipstick and a mid- 
riff-baring T-shirt — meditating on 
a scenic bluff to the plaintive notes 
of a flute. 

Then Jade’s peaceful mining 
planet in Sector Four is attacked 
by a vile alien race called the DomZ, 
forcing her to get down to the busi- 
ness of inheriting her destiny, and it 
becomes clear that “Beyond Good 
and Evil” hasn’t strayed too far from 
convention. 

But the Ubisoft game, for Xbox, 
Playstation 2 and GameCube, plays 
hokey-pokey throughout, keeping 
one foot in to appease meat-and- 
potatoes game lovers, and one foot 
out with some genuinely innova- 
tive touches. 

At its simplest, “Beyond Good and 
Evil” is an action- adventure game. 
You control Jade, the young yoga- 
loving “action reporter” who also 


happens to wield a large staff with 
some skill. She fights beasts, races 
around in a hovercraft and sneaks 
through military fortresses while 
unraveling a grand conspiracy. 

Everything serves a purpose, 
both within the game and as a hook 
to keep you playing. Jade’s camera 
lets her take pictures of the local 
wildlife that she sells for cash. She 
chases down giant blue pearls to 
soup up her hovercraft. 

The levels get to be quite large 
but never too daunting; maps are 
generally logical and gameplay is 
for the most part easy. The game 
tries to grapple with the ambigu- 
ity of truth (Is the planet’s military 
force as altruistic as it seems? Just 
who are these dastardly aliens and 
why are they so interested in Jade?) 
but it’s generally too facile to take 
seriously. 

Nonetheless, it’s one of the few 
titles that deserves to be called a 
good “entry game” — especially since 
it retails for $19.99, half the price of 
most other console games. And it 
will appeal to people who never real- 
ly understood just what it is about 
video games that can be so jQk 
alluring, nick wadhams (ap)

Bennifer ‘comedy’ 
snags six of the top 
worst-of-year nods 

AWARDS I The honeymoon’s over for 
Ben Affleck and Jennifer Lopez, but 
their mob-comedy flop “Gigli” really 
cleaned up Saturday at the Razzies, 
the first movie to take all six top 
trophies in the annual dishonor- 
able-mention awards. 

Golden Raspberry Awards vot- 
ers picked “Gigli” as 2003’s worst 
picture, Affleck as worst actor, 
Lopez as worst actress and the 
two as worst screen couple. “Gigli” 
filmmaker Martin Brest also took 
the Razzies for worst director and 
screenplay. 

The movie, which starred Affleck 
as a thug smitten by Lopez as a les- 
bian crime colleague, fell short of 


the record seven Razzies won 
by “Showgirls” and “Battlefield 
Earth.” 

“But those are much better bad 
movies, if that makes any sense,” 
said Razzies founder John Wilson. 
“If you sit through them with the 
right people or the right brand of 
liquor, they can be strangely enter- 
taining. 

“But I don’t care how medicated 
you are or what people you’re watch- 


ing it with, ‘Gigli’ ... skin-crawlingly 
embarassing.” 

Sylvester Stallone padded his 
Razzie resume with a record 10th 
prize, this time for worst support- 
ing actor in “Spy Kids 3-D: Game 
Over.” Stallone’s past Razzies 
include one for worst actor of the 
20 th century. 

With the 25th annual Razzies 
coming up next year, the group 
is considering a special career- 


achievement prize for Stallone. 

In “Spy Kids 3-D,” “he plays 
five characters, so technically the 
whole supporting- actor category 
could have been made up of his 
performances,” Wilson said. 

Demi Moore took the support- 
ing-actress Razzie for her role in 
“Charlie’s Angels: Full Throttle,” 
which also was named worst 
remake or sequel. 

“She tried to come back, and 
we said, ‘No, thanks. We chased 
you away before. Go away again,”’ 
Wilson said. 

The adaptation “Dr. Seuss’ the 
Cat in the Hat” won the Razzie for 
worst excuse for a movie. 

Another top nominee, “From 
Justin to Kelly,” was shut out in the 
awards balloting by the roughly 600 
Razzie voters. 

The group decided to give the 
movie — a spring-break romp fea- 
turing “American Idol” stars Kelly 
Clarkson and Justin Guarini — a 
special “governor’s award” for dis- 
tinguished underachievement in 
choreography, david germain (ap)

Kings Sick Obession 


HORROR I Stephen King’s 14 -part 
series “Kingdom Hospital” (9 p.m., 
ABC), an adaptation of the Danish 
miniseries “Riget,” unfolds like an 
empty exercise in self-reference. 

Before the credits finish running, 
we learn that Kingdom Hospital 
stands on haunted ground, just 
like the unhallowed real estate in 
any number of King tales. The hos- 
pital was built on top of the ruins of 
a mill where children perished in 
the 19th century. And just for good 
measure, we see two tiny fists rise 
from a shallow grave, just like the 
shocking last scene in “Carrie.” 

The action kicks off when Peter 
Rickman (Jack Coleman), a famous 
painter, is nearly killed by a hit-and- 
run driver’s van. Any resemblance

between King’s real-life brush 
with death after being hit by a van 
is strictly intentional. 

Rickman finds himself para- 


lyzed but gifted with odd telepathic 
abilities. This allows him to talk to 
some very strange creatures, includ- 
ing the ghostly inhabitants of the 
hospital and some otherworldly 
anteater. Funny, wasn’t Rickman 
painting an anteater just before 
his accident?

The result is the sporty YCC con- 
cept (Your Concept Car), which was 
shown publicly for the first time 
Tuesday during media preview 
days at the Geneva International 
Motor Show. 

The car is designed to be nearly 
maintenance free, requiring an oil 
change every 31,000 miles. When 
it’s time for an engine inspection, 
the car sends a wireless message to 


a local service center, which noti- 
fies the driver. The vehicle has no 
hood, only a large front end primar- 
ily suited for opening by a mechan- 
ic. It also features a race -car-like 
fueling system with a roller-ball 
valve opening for the nozzle but 
no gas cap. 

The engine is a low- emission, 
gas -electric hybrid. 

Gull-wing doors allow easy 
access to space behind the driver’s 


seat. The bottom of the rear seats 
fold up, similar to theater seating, 
providing more storage space. The 
car also has dirt-repellant paint and 
glass, exchangeable seat covers with 
matching carpet and sensors that 
allow for easier parking. 

Volvo officials say they have no 
immediate plans to mass produce 
the new prototype, but the company 
is likely to use some of its features on 
other vehicles, john porretto (ap)

Hyundai’s Sante Fe 
boasts lots of extras 
and plenty of power 

ROAD TEST I Hyundai is adding a 
second sport utility vehicle to its 
line later this year, but its current 
SUV, the Santa Fe, continues to set 
annual sales records. 

No wonder. With a starting 
suggested retail price of $17,999 
for a four- cylinder-powered, two- 
wheel- drive model with manual 
transmission, the Santa Fe ranks 
as one of the most affordable SUVs 
on the market. 

It’s also one of the few to offer 
two V6s, and every Santa Fe comes 
standard with a 10 -year/100,000 - 
mile powertrain warranty. This is 
just one example of how the Santa 
Fe follows Hyundai’s pattern of 
including many features as stan- 
dard equipment. 

For example, every Santa Fe 
includes standard air condition- 
ing, AM/FM stereo with CD player 
and six speakers, three power out- 
lets, power windows, outside mir- 
rors and door locks, illuminated 
and lockable glovebox, cargo area 


lighting, overhead storage console 
and front- seat side airbags. 

Looking at the rugged Santa 
Fe, few consumers would guess its 
platform is a modified version of 
the one used for the Sonata mid- 
size car. This foundation, com- 
bined with unibody construction 
and four-wheel independent sus- 
pension, provides a comfortable, 
relatively easy ride. 

In the test Santa Fe, with two- 
wheel- drive and top V6, 1 felt road 
bumps mostly mildly, with just a few 
vibrations; the latter were also felt 
by passengers. 

Engine power was strong — 
maybe too strong. The tester reg- 
ularly squealed its tires at startup

Why is jump-starting hard on cars? 

It creates voltage spikes in the 
electrical systems of both vehicles 
the instant the first cable is discon- 
nected. Because modern vehicles are 
loaded with electronic equipment, 
voltage spikes can damage individu- 
al electronic parts. It’s better to pur- 
chase a booster battery. Boosters are 
small, mostly inexpensive and very 
effective. Some even have a switch 
to take them out of the circuit once 
the car has started. 

Is there any reason to take a leased 
car to the dealer for $200 to $400 
regular maintenance service? And 


is there a way to reset that annoy- 
ing “service” light? 

Most owner’s manuals include 
instructions for resetting the light. 
But read the fine print in your lease 
contract. You are probably respon- 
sible for any damage that occurs 
due to failure to maintain the 
vehicle according to manufactur- 
ers requirements. You might save 
a few dollars on service and spend 
thousands at lease end. 

I read in Express that one of your 
readers gets a periodic sulphur 
smell in his new Corolla. I have 
the same problem with my 2003 
Corolla. Is this a design flaw? 

Toyota has an inordinate problem 
with the sulfur smell. Their recom- 
mendation is to change brands of gas. 
Usually that will correct the problem. 
Changing brands is the first step in 
diagnosing a sulfurous exhaust odor 
in any late model car that’s running 
properly and doesn’t have an illumi- 
nated check engine light. 


Civic, Insight 
Are Recalled 

RECALLS I Honda Motor Co. is 
recalling 440,000 Civic and Insight 
cars because their low-beam head- 
lights can fail without warning, the 
company said Tuesday. 

No injuries have resulted from 
the defect, Honda spokesman Andy 
Boyd said. The recall involves 2001- 
2002 model year Civics and 2000 - 
2002 model year Insights. 

According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Admin- 
istration, which also announced 
the recall, the headlights’ wire har- 
ness can overheat and cause the low- 
beam headlights to fail. Boyd said 
drivers could still use their high- 
beam headlights in all cases. 

Honda will begin notify- 
ing owners about the recall this 
month. (AP)

You’re right that Sharpton would 
be a great running mate. Sadly, 
you’re also right that he doesn’t have 
a chance of being picked — and yet 
the Democrats still pretend to be the 
party of diversity. Outrageous. 

I don’t think Kerry will pick 
Edwards, and not just because 
the two apparently don’t like each 
other. It’s not clear Edwards could 
bring North Carolina, and why 
would Kerry want to run with a 
guy much more charming than 
he is? Ultimately I don’t think it 
much matters who the VP pick is, 
as long as he’s not too embarrassing. 
Personally, I’d choose New Mexico 
Gov.
